Date Published: December 16, 1987 
Item Ref : 9 

Considered the application of Case No. 201 to a situation in which a member institution wishes to subscribe to a 
scouting service that provides oral reports (as opposed to a published report or videotape) by telephone to 
member institutions regarding prospective student-athletes, with this service then to be supplemented by hand- 
written reports and letters; concluded that the provisions of Case No. 20 1 , which require that the service be 
made available to any institution desiring to subscribe and at the same fee rate for all subscribers, would not 
permit an institution's athletics department to subscribe to this scouting service, inasmuch as the material that is 
to be provided to each member institution is not standardized in a manner that ensures consistent distribution of 
information regarding each prospective student-athlete.
